Glickcman, he has practiced law for about twenty years. 
Mr 
Timlin has been counsel in a good deal of the heaviest 
litigation in the state, but he has never been what is known as a 
“corporation lawyer” or a lobbyist. His work 
in 
the 
supreme 
court runs through the last seventy volumes of 
the Wisconsin 
Reports. 
He has taken no part in politics 
and is a man 
of 
broad and liberal views, and although a vigorous fighter in court 
is always disposed to be just towards friends and enemies 
Like many of the men prominent in American history he is 
pre-eminently a self-made, self educated man, 
and 
those 
who 
know him best speak in the higest terms of his attainments. 
The great esteem in which he is held in Milwaukee, where he 
has lived so long, is best shown by the practical unanimity with 
which his fellow citizens, irrespective of occupation 
or 
party, 
have called upon him to become a candidate for
